He followed William, who was 
driving around St. Louis Riding 
tearing down PQ posters, to the 
corner of Clarke and Dorches- 
ter, where William got out of his 
car and came at Beauregard 
with a crowbar. The journalist 
managed to lock his doors and 
William swung at the wind- 
shield, smashing it. The 
startled Beauregard noted Wil-

alerted the police. 

The police seem to have 
known where to look for 
William, for they located his car 
only a few minutes later outside 
Blank's campaign headquarters 
on Bleury Street. The crowbar 
was found in William's car trunk 
and traces of glass and paint 
matched that of Beauregard's 
damaged car. 

At the time of his arrest, 
William was awaiting trial for 
another criminal act.

"Human beings are sexually 
bipolential al birth. It is the way 
the world treats an individual 
that determines gender role 
identity," declared Dr. Eileen 
Higham last night. 

A specialist In psychology, 
Dr. Higham has spent the past 
several years studying patients 
with hormonal disorders al the 
.Psychohormonal Research Unit 
at John Hopkins University. Dr. 
Higham gave her speech on 
Gender Identity as part of the 
ongoing seminar series on 
women, organized at McGill. 

The purpose of studying 
people whose soxual identity 
"can't be told by looking" is to 
try to understand normal indi- 
viduals, in Dr. Higham's opini- 
on. She sees such study as sy- 
nonymous with studying di- 
sease to learn about the 
(essence of health. It is for this 
►r, reason that the McGill Corn- 
In mittee for Teaching and Re- 
search on Women invited her to

Identity being determined by 
society is that of the male 
whose sexual organ was 
ablated accidentally several 
months after birth. At the age 
of 12 months, his sex was 
.reassigned as female, and he 
was treated as female from 
then on. His testes were 
removed and cosmetic surgery 
was performed to' give the 
external appearance of a 
normal vagina. 

With hormonal therapy and 
eventual construction of a va- 
gina prior to puberty, the child 
has been living what Dr. 
Higham considers a contented 
life as a female. Since the child 
is an identical twin, this case 
becomes a particularly pointed 
illustration of Dr. Higham's 
thesis. 

The learning of sexually-ap- 
propriate behaviour, according 
to Dr. Higham, occurs between 
18 months and four years of 
age. From that point, behaviour 
Is "fixed and resistant to 
change." 

Dr. Higham described the 



sex differentiation process that 
begins with the chromosomes 
and ends with development of 
adult gender identity. At no 
point is the process pre-or- 
dained," she said, "except 
where self-image and society's 
perception become potent fac- 
tors. By thirteen, gender 
"options" become "impera- 
tives". 

As Dr. Higham sees it, 
individuals whose sex has been 
altered by accident, either pre- 
or post-natally, will require 
extreme treatment and therapy. 
Aside from these individuals, 
she believes that most people's 
sexual problems can be solved 
by helping them to develop a 
positive self-image. 

Dr. Higham is reluctant to 
pinpoint exactly what causes 
some children to develop 
gender incongruities. She sees 
social, economic and physio- 
logical factors as important. 

Although' she contends that 
human beings have the poten- 
tial to develop female or male

Auf Der Maur: 



On the Democratic Alliance Party

The fight for local control 
over massive government insti- 
tutions is the theme of the 
Democratic Alliance (DA) Party 
platform. The party, carrying 
the tenets of 'the Montreal 
Citizen's Movement into pro- 
vincial politics, is waging its 
first campaign. 

As a fledgling party, it 
cannot hope to win many seats 
the first time around. But Nick 
Auf der Maur, the Democratic 
Alliance candidate in the 
Westmount riding, thinks he 
can win— and is doing all he 
can to obtain victory. "If yqu're 
going to run, you might as well 
take the effort to win the damn 
thing," he says, and his 16 
hours a day, seven-day week 
effort confirms this. 

The well known journalist 
and MCM counciUor (although 
he has resigned from that parly 
for the duration of the election 
and is currently sitting as an 
independent on city, council) 
started in political life approxi- 
mately 12 years ago with a 
reputation of being a "radical". 
According to one account, he 
was involved in the fire of 
student politics in the late 
1960s, having spent "one 
abortive month at McGill and 
one abortive year al Loyola." 
He quit the Gazette in 1968 in a 
dispute' over their insular 
attitude towards the French 
Canadian community, and tou- 
ted a placard outside the 
Gazette which read "Aujourd'- 



hui la Gazelle, demain le 
Monde." An advisor to the 
McGill Daily during the late 
1960s, he was thrown in jail 
during the October 1970 crisis, 
"along with anyone else who 
had a big moulh." 

Some observers comment 
that he has moved further to the 
right politically with each 
election. Included among his 
supporters are many disenchan- 
ted Liberals as well as leftists. 
One McGill history professor 
remarked that the most conser- 
vât I ve person he knew was work- 
ing for the Democratic Alliance. 
"I'm still in leftist politics," Auf 
der Maur maintains. "People 
confuse style with substance. I 
happen to be fed up with the 
rhetoric and posturing charac- 
teristic of most left-wing 
groups". Auf der Maur believes 
this is a pragmatic approach to 
achieving change. 

A typical Auf der Maur day 
would probably include at least 
one cocktail party or "coffee 
Hatch" in someone's home. The 
donation box isdisplayed by the 
door; donations finance the 
bulk of the Democratic Alliance 
campaign. 

In the living room, a 
tired-looking Auf der Maur 
makes a pitch lor reduced taxes 
through a reduced bureaucracy. 
He describes how, as a council 
member, he ran into many 
situations where provincially 
run institutions were insensitive 
to the needs of local citizens. He 



describes the need for a strong 
opposition which would focus 
attention on specific urban 
issues, like the PQ did with the 
languageissue. A description of 
the results of past' Union 
Nationale governments was 
given, and he reminds the 
audience that it was Michel 
Côté, Drapeaù's right-hand man 
in city council for several years, 
who sponsored some of the 
most ridiculously arbitrary leg- 
islation. He quoted Biron as 
saying that "what the UN 
secretly yearns for Is a return to 
the days of Duplessis"; 

The session lasts for about 45 
minutes, and then he hurries off 
to address a gay rights group. 
Earlier in ttie evening, hosaid, he 
had addressed 25 nuns (he spoke 
on decentralized education' as 
well as at a church bazaar, and 
had taken a walking campaign 
tour. 

En route, he confirmed that he 
had been approached by the 
Liberals, Parti Québécois, and 
the Parti Nationale Populaire as 
a possible candidate. "I didn't, 
run for any of them because I 
didn't agree with any of them", 
he said. An aide, who had 
previously been a Liberal, said 
he was working for Auf der Maur 
because of his impressive record 
in city council. 

Auf der Maur opens his talk to 
the gay rights group by talking 
about the Human Rights Act 
Choquette vetoed in 1970. "If I 
had been there, I would have 
argued for it. and would have 



argued to make it specific. The 
bill didn't enumerate the types or 
kinds of discrimination that 
exist." • 

He was asked if he would 
actively solicit the gay vote. 
"Any bloc vote is important to 
me if It is organized." 

Why were there no DA 
candidates in francophone rid- 
ings? "We do have them. But the 
party was originally conceived of 
last spring as providing a pro- 
gressive outlet for anglophone 
discontent. We didn't want to 
promote a reactionary atmos- 
phere, which wecouldhavedone 
if we had embarked on an 
insane campaign on the lan- 
guage issue. We could envision' 
a lot of yahoos running as inde- 
pendents doing just that and 
poisoning the social atmos- 
phere." 

He makes a pitch for the need 
to decentralize provincially run 
institutions'. "For example," he 
says, "the police department, 
with which I've had many prob- 
lems, is a virtually autonomous 
organization." 

He responded to charges 
which appeared in an article in 
the Daily four days ago. and 
which accused Auf der Maur of 
trying to makedeals with PQ and 
Liberal candidates. The article 
drew an angry response Irom 
Democratic Alliance quarters. 
Auf der Maur termed the 
accusations "scurrilous and 
totally without foundation..." 
"(St. Louis PQ president Adrien) 
Simard's remarks disappoint 



me. This is just the type of 
irresponsible journalism that 
becomes common around elec- 
tion time" said one sympathizer, 
and added that thecharges in the* 
articles were ubstantiated. 

Auf der Maurexplained that he 
had approached the PQ for 
statistics on voters in the St. 
Louis riding (where he had been 
a candidate before switching to 
Westmount) because "Accord- 
ing to the rules of the game, the 
two parties who get the most 
votes in the previous election are 
responsible for doing the voter 
enumeration, and the PQ and 
Liberals had gotten it. The 
Liberalshad done nothing about 
doing it, and were totally disor- 
ganized." 

"Perhaps the PQ thinks we're 
going to split their vote in West- 
mount, which is impossible— 
they have only 10 percent of the 
vote there at the most. The PQ 
candidate has even stopped 
campaigning, I've heard, and is 
working outside the riding."

gender role identities at birth, 
she seems to feel that certain 
"expected differences" appear 
in children at birth. She draws 
upon findings that show 
where behavioural differences 
between the sexes exist not 
only in human beings, but also 
in other mammals. To Dr. 
Higham, such correlations ren- 
der the evidence more valid. 
The studies, she claimed, have 
shown that boys tend to be 
more responsive to high energy 
activities, career orientation, 
and visual erotic stimulation. 
Girls, on the other hand, seem 
to exhibit stronger parental 
tendencies, concern about ap- 
péarance and response to 



tactile and narrative stimula- 
tion. In response to challenges 
of feminist thought Dr. Higham 
is quick to note that variations 
exist among Individuals of both 
sexes. 

Later, as if to appease 
feminists, Dr. Higham stated 
that sexual behaviour disorders 
occur more frequently in males. 
She attributes this phenomen- 
on to the fact that It is the 
presence of androgen, a sex- 
linked hormone, that will cause 
a male rather than a female to 
develop. She says laughingly 
that the problems with the 
males occur because of the 
"added ingredient". 

To Dr. Higham, the apparent 
controversy between the Im- 
portance of prenatal and post- 
natal factors in the differentia- 
tion process is reconcilable. 



Ten years ago the first 
"separatist" party in Quebec 
lielded candidates.

Given the failure of the 
Liberal administration, anal- 
ysts agree that electoral 
traditions of Quebec are 
changing. The PQ now boasts 
a membership of more than 
100,000. largely found among 
the youth of Quebec, and has 
shown itself to be the only 
non-marginal opposition to 
theBourassa régime; Biron is 
attempting to revive the 
defunct Union Nationale Party 
with all the party funds that 
haven't been "misplaced" in 
the past four years ; Auf der 

Nick AulderMaur, erstwhile 
MCM councillor and sometime 
messiah, had spurned offers of 
sponsorship from the Parti 
National Populaire, the Union 
Nationale, the Liberal Party 
and the Parti Québécois. 
Instead Auf der Maur, interes- 
ted as he undoubtedly is in the 
propagation of the truth, has 
formulated a different set of 
suggestions as to the correct 
handling of the masses of 
Quebec. 

In its manifesto, Auf der 
Maur's party (Democratic Alli- 
ance) wants only to speak for 
those who cannot be heard in 
the National Assembly, i.e., 
those who are unrepresented. 
Furthermore, he solemnly 
swears on the basis of the 
fealty he owes to his ideals to 
rid the province of the 
corruption which has become 
so much the trend of late. 

Although undeniably noble 
aims, the originality of his 
position isdebatable. It can be 
c »alely said that no parties 
running in this election openly 
support corruption or dare 
admit that theirs does not 
".•Meet the will of the people. 

The Liberals have not yet 
Emitted openly that corrup- 
tion had permeated their 
rtgimo. yet everyone else

Dr. Higham had begun her 
detailed, scientific lecture with 
a personal account of the 
hardships she encountered In 
the academic world. She was 
harrassed first as a woman, 
later as a "mentally unbalanced" 
woman, and lastly, as an "old" 
woman. She claims that her 
reputation as "mentally unbal- 
anced" derived from the ambi- 
tion she exhibited. That ambi- 
tion resulted in her transforma- 
tion from migrant labourer to 
professorat a leading American 
university. 

Thus, while she has disa- 
greements with feminists, she 
is encouraged by the trend 
toward "gender sharing In our 
times, which is to the advan- 
tage of both men and women".

They also agree on 
the means by which their 
different versions of Utopia 
can be created. 

But to unite to form one 
massive party is too easy; it 
would rid modern society of 
that necessary strife for which 
it has so long sought. 

Rather, each of the compet- 
ing teams has adopted one 
point on its platform with 
which it becomes immediately 
associated by the average 
citizen. The Parti Québécois, 
although it has tried to
